Leaders of all factions of the 


senate, except the young republi- 
cans, entered into the agreement 
to consider the past at the special 
session, word that they would seek 
a vote on the treaty before adjourn- 
ing spread after Senators Vanden- 
berg of Michigan and Allen of Kan- 
sas had discussed the situation with 
President Hoover. 


Their calls at the white house 


followed that of Republican Leader 
Watson and Senator Moses of New 
Hampshire, the president pro tern 
of the senate, who informed Mr. 
Hoover of a general desire among 
their colleagues to gbt away from 
Washingto nfor the summer, and 
the coming campaigns, as quickly 
as possible.

WASHINGTON, 
June 4. 
A combination of recent court de- 
cisions and business conditions are 
regarded here as placing American 
railroads in an advantageous tech- 
nical position to seek a general ad- 
vance In freight rates. 
Thus far there hava been no au- 
thoritative announcements 
from 
railroad quarters of an intention to 
take advantage of the situation, al- 
though a move in that direction 
would cause little surprise in Wash- 
ington quarters most 
interested. 


Since 1920, with trivial exceptions, 
the course of railroad rate adjust- 
ments 
in the United 
States has 


been downward. 
The supreme court this week, by 
Invalidating 
a 
transcontinental 
rate reduction which the interstate 
commerce commission sought 
to 


make under its 
interpretation of 


the Hogh-Smith resolution, contrib- 
uted the newest factor to the novel 
prospect on general rate increase. 
The effect ;of its finding, however, 
can only be estimated in the light 
of other new phases 
in the rate 


situation. 
Profits Arc Assured. 
By the transportation act 
the 


commerce commission is required 
to fix rates that will enable effi- 
cient carriers to earn "as nearly as 
may be" a reasonable return on the 
capital invested in their properties. 
The commission 
has construed 


the reasonable return provision to 
mean 6 3-4 per cent on property 
valuation. Since January, railroad 
earnings have been tending down- 
ward, and the bureau of railway 
. economics an 
institution main- 


tained in Washing-ton by the car- 
riers, estimates that March 
and 


April earnings barely amount to a 
3 per cent return on the value of 
investment in railroad property. 
1 The Hogh-Smith resolution 
di- 


rected the commission to apply to 
products of agriculture affected by 
depression the 
"lowest 
possible 


rates compatible with the tnainUn- 


" ance of an efficient transportation 


system/' and while the commission 
has not yet put it into general ef- 


_ lect, it did follow its conception of 
the law in granting a reduction on 
Californian 
deciduous fruit ship- 


ments. The court this week ruled 
that the reduction was unlawful, 
taking into consideration all 
th'e 


effects on rail earnings. 


O'FaHon Case Recalled. 


The previous decision 
bearing 


upon the situation was rcndwrcd a 
year ago in the valuation test case 
of the St. Louis ancl O'Fallon rail- 
road. While the complete result of 
this controversy will not be known 
for an indefinite period, the decis- 
ion is generally regarded as assur- 
ing the railroads a legal right to 
estimate their returns in propor- 
tions to a considerable larger val- 
uation than any the commission 


been willing to grant as yet. 


Thus three of the factors bearing 


•upon rate policies have all 
been 
brought to point In one direction. 
By the O'Fallon decision, railroads 
are entitled to claim larger earn- 
ings to justify the larger estimate 
of value foreshadowed for the prop- 
*ffty? by the current monthly re- 
turns 'they are 
falling 
short of 
what has been construed officially 
as a "reasonable return," and by 
-the Hogh-Smith resolution decis- 
ion the commission has been di- 
rected to revise its conception of 
justifiable reductions.

Under The Olive Trees. 


Always, when 
in 
Jerusalem, I 


seek the Mount of Olives; and al- 
ways I have been favored with the 
full moon—such as Passover moon 
as flooded the scene on the night 
when Jesus, In agony 
of 
spirit, 


sought seclusion on this same Hill 
of Olive Trees. 
There is much 
that is disillusioning in Jerusalem, 
especially to traveller who falls into 
the hands of a professional guide; 
but ten' minutes on 
Olivet 
by 


moonlight 
recompenses 
and 
re- 


stores. 


Gone are the contentious noises 


of the day—the shrill controversy 
of a voluble people who seem to be 
in continuous disagreement; the 
rattle and rush and roau of auto- 
mobiles; the clamant cry of ven- 
dors; and even the softer sounds of 
belled camels and donkeys. The si- 
lence of oriental night enfolds the 
seeker after memories and moni- 
tions. Jerusalem lies asleep, with 
only an occasional light showing. 
The barking of a distant pack of 
night-prowling dogs, and the pe- 
culiar snaring of the jackels, alone 
disturb the silence, as one threads 
his way through the streets of the 
old city; and down the hill and 
across the Brook Kedron; and then 
up one of the three roads (in their 
lower reaches, walled 
on 
either 


side by jealous and rival ecclesias- 
tical properties) that lead to the top 
of. the Mount of Olives, whence the 
Holy City may be seen spread out 
as a softened and silvered panor- 
ama. 


A Picture of Jerusalem. 


By daylight, Jerusalem is not al- 


ways a satisfactory spectacle. The 
old Is too closely surrounded by the 
new: 
most of the city's population 


now dwells outside of the walls, in 
glaringly modern houses, the red- 
tiled roofs and new limestone walls 
of which give back blindlngly the 
brilliant Syrian sunlight. Ostenta- 
tious institutions and churches built 
in prideful competition, rear them- 
selves vauntingly. This newer quar- 
ter of Jerusalem would be more ap- 
propriate in a setting of America's 
Far West: the note of reticence and 
reverence and humility is wholly 
lacking from the architecture. These 
modern, structures obscure, too, the 
medieval walla of the city. Inside, 
the skyline that was broken former- 
ly only by the great dome of the 
Mosque of Omar, and by the domes 
of the Church of the Holy Sepulcher, 
thrust up monuments to the vanity 
of Kaiser William II, in the form of 
Protestant and Catholic churches 
built to commemorate his visit. All 
this newness incongruously obtrudes 
itself before the visitor's eyes in the 
day time, along with the ubiquitous 
evidences of ecclesiastical rivalry 
and of popular ignorance and of hu- 
man squalor. 


But in the moonlight Jerusalem 


turns a fairer face to one who sees 
her from the best of viewpoints, the 
slope of Olivet. Like a silken veil 
of charity, the soft radiance of the 
moon covers all of the city's blom- 
iches. 
Only the general outlines, 


and such conspicuous and separate 
objects as the Mosque of 
Omar, 


standing in sublime grandeur on the 
site of the Hebrew Temple, catch 
the beholder's eye. Ragged out- 
lines and unsightly individual cre- 
ations disappear, along 
with 
the 


clamor of the day. It is a still city, 
an unlightcd city, a seemly city and 
a city of matchless memories that 
lies below, inviting the play of im- 
agination upon it. 


No wonder Jesus loved this spot 


and this spectacle. 
Even in hia 


day, Jesuralcm was freighted with 
patriotic associations; and 
these 


have been multiplied for the mod- 
ern man who muses in the moon- 
light on Olivet. What a procession 
of human pride and ambition and 
reverence and greed and revenge 
has moved throughout the ages up- 
on this site of a primitive Jcbuslte 
citadel! 
Nine times the city has 


been completely destroyed. Assyr- 
ian, Babylonian, Egyptian, Persion, 
Greek, Roman, Saracen, Crusader 
—all have sounded 
their 
battle 


crios from this very 
hillside 
on 


which we stand. 
The memory of 


them and of their passions is but 
a lesson in the school books: where- 
as the Garden 'of Gethsemane is 
one of the eternally contemporan- 
eous spots of human interest and 
experience. 


One of the Sure Sites, 


This is one of the sure Scriptur- 


al sites. 
Scholars 
may 
wrangle 


ocer this or that: wether the Sep- 
ulcher was within or without the 
present city walls; 
whether 
old 


walls ran this way or that; and so 
on to 
inconsequential and endless 


tedium. But this we know, beyond 
all question or 
uncertainty, that 


Jesus, the Hill Country Man, the 
Man of the Open Air, loved to free 
from the turmoil of His nation's 
Capital to the friendly heights and 
homes and groves of the Olive Hill 
that rises to the east of Jerusalem, 
only a few minutes distant. On this 
hill, just around its shoulders, out 
of sight of the city, was Bethany, 
with that household which Jesus 
loved best of all. From the incline 
of the hill He looked upon Jerusa- 
lem with a patriot's passion, and 
wept for the city that was so blind 
to its own real greatness and op- 
portunity. And in the thick of one 
of these friendly proves of patient 
olives, Jesus knelt and prayed, and 
in His supreme hour. 


It may be that the veritable spot 


of the Agony was the Latin site of 
Gethsemane, where a costly new 
church on 
an 
early 
Byzantine 


foundation seems almost a clese- 
cra of the simple and lovely garden, 
with its' eight gnarled olive trees, 
which the old Franciscan monk so 
lovingly tends; or it may be that 
the Greek Gethsemane or the Ar- 
menian Garden contains that holi- 
est of soil. No man knows, or may 
ever know. Nevertheless, even the 
casual reader of the Bible may un- 
derstand beyond all 
uncertainty 


that it was somewhere on the slope 
of Olivet, within a few hundred, 
yards of all of these rival sitcjs, 
that the Tragedy of the 
Garden 


was enacted. 
On the same hill, 


facing the same city, 
the 
same 


moon looks down 
in 
charitable 


stillness upon a seeker's endeavor 
to find again the spiritual Geth- 
semane. 
From Geneva to Gethsemane? 
On this present occasion, I had 


asked the great 
preacher 
from 


New York; 
and 
the pedestrian 


preacher from South Afi'ica, to ac- 
company us; and one of the tire- 
lessly hospitable members of the 
American Colony went along lest 
we should lose our way. 
It was 


late of a Sunday evening, with the 
full moon high in 
the 
heavens, 


when we set forth upon our Pil- 
grimage. 


We had all been present at a 


meeting whereat 
a 
fine-spirited 


man from Geneva had talked, in 
terms of committees and organiza- 
tion an methods, of a world re- 
made in one of its major depart- 
ments of human life. 
Somehow, 


the utter mechanicalness and fu- 
tility of all these plans smote me; 
and I yearned to revive memories 
of One Man kneeling under the 
Olive Trees, in a soul-travail that 
produced blood, for the world's re- 
demption. Not from the pleasant, 
safe and ovcrsophisticatecl lakeside 
of Geneva, but from 
two 
hills 


alongside of this old Jerusalem, 
Olivet and Calvary, will the salva- 
tion and transformation ofthe race 
come to pass. 


Increasingly, as we walked the 


old rood along the city wall, past 
the Damascus Gate; past Herod's 
Gate; past St. Stephen's Gate; and

Not Personal Lobbyist.

SHEPPARD SAYS FREEING OF 


LIQUOR BUYERS FROM LAW'S 


REACH SEEMS "GROTESQUE" 


WASHINGTON, June 
5. —(/P)— 


The key piece of legislation in the 
Hoover law enforcement commis- 
sion's program for increasing the 
effectiveness of the prohibition sta- 
tutes today bore the approval of 
the house and awaited the action of 
the senate. 


This was 
the 
much 
disputed 


measure to permit United States 
commissioners to handle minor vio- 
lations of the dr- laws without a 
jury. 
It was passed by the house j 


late yesterday after a heated de- " 
bate. 
Three other measures con- 


nected with it wore approved by 
the house on Tuesday. 


This group, 
by 'amending the 


Jones law and the United States 
code would define and fix maxi- 
mum 
penalties for mlsdemanors 


and authorize an accused person to 
waive his constitutional right of 
trial by jury. These, too, aroused a 
bitter controversy. 


The fourth bill attacked bv the 


wet bloc and by some dry mem- 
bers as unconstitutional and in- 
olving an undesirable 
change in 


judicial procedure. They attempt- 
ed to send it back to conference, 
but failed by a vote of 225 to 157. 
It was approved, 218 to 117, with 
many dry democrats joining ad- 
ministration republicans in voting 
for its passage. 


The bill was amended from the 


floor to authorize commissioners to 
handle petty offenses against all 
the federal statutes, not only the 
prohibition laws, to permit a de- 
fendant to appeal for a jury trial 
or by a judge, and to fix a limit up- 
on the amount in fees that a com- 
missioner could collect for picas of 
not guilty.

At, last Great Britain, un- 


der a Labor government, has 
taken steps to redeem the 
promise which Mr. Balfour 
gave at 
Washington 
eight 


years ago, that Wei-hai-wei 
should be returned to Chi- 
nese sovereignty," 


The history of the Wei- 


hai-wei deal is long and in 
some respects still obscure. 
The district 
of 
some 285 


square miles was held by Ja- 
pan as security for the Chi- 
nese indemnity promised af- 
ter the Sino-Japanese 
war. 


When Russia grabbed Port 
Arthur a lease of Wei-hai- 
wei to Great Britain was "ar- 
ranged." According to the 
British story, Lord Salisbury 
did not want the district, but 
was prevailed on by the Chi- 
nese to take it over as a 
counterbalance to the Rus- 
sian grab. If that is true, 
the Chinese soon changed 
their minds, for ever since 
the Russian defeat 
by the 


Japanese 
they have 
de- 


manded the return of Wei- 
hai-wei. 


When it became evident 


that China was not to be par- 
titioned, and that Japan was 
to get out of Shantung, Wei- 
hai-wei was of little further 
use to Great 
Britain, and 


might indeed be a handicap 
to her in her relations with 
China. 
So a provisional 


agreement was made with 
Peking in 1923. This agree- 
ment lapsed when the Pek- 
ing government was over- 
thrown by the Chinese revo- 
lutionists the following year. 
It has remained for the La- 
bor government to revive it 
and carry it through, 
But 


Great Britain still keeps a 
finger in the pie. The Brit- 
ish sanatorium for naval use 


3 retained for 10 years; the 
navy is allowed to store 6,- 
000 tons of coal, and the use
